Confidential Sources adivsed it was announced at a 
meeting of Klavern #1, U. S. Klans, Knighst of the Ku Klux Klan, 
Inc., at Chattanooga, Tennessee, on September 17, 1957, that 
some former leaders of Klavern #1 and their close associates 
had bpen banished from U* S. Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, 
Inc., during the preceding week. 

Sources advised those individuals who were banished 
formed a new klan organization known as Dixie Klans, Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. (DK, KKKK, Inc.), with headquarters 
ip Masonic Hall, 2523 Glass Street, East Chattanooga, Tennessee. 
A general welfare charter was secured from the State of Tennessee 
on October 21, 1957, which charter lists some of the purposes 
of the organization as freedom of speech and association, 
rejection of forced integration, preservation of the Consti- 
tut ions of the United States and of Tennessee, and preserva- 
tion of the sovereignty of each state. 

In July, 1965, sources stated that the DK, KKKK, Inc., 
has one active klavern in Tennessee and one active klavern in 
Georgia. He stated there are no other klaverns of this organi- 
zation in any other states although attempts have been made in 
the past to organize klaverns in other states.

In fact, during this 
period 1962-1963, Negroes have demonstrated at Chattanooga, 
Tennessee, seeking integration of public and municipal 
facilities. In addition to these demonstrations, some of 
the public schools, Chattanooga, Tennessee, and Hamilton County, 
Tennessee, were integrated during the Fall of 1962 and the Fall 
of 1963. A majority of the schools through the sixth grade 
have now been integrated and the remaining are being integrated 
according to Federal Court Order.

with any Negro demonstrations, violence or advocate any acts of 
violence or become engaged in any arguments over above matters. 

From October, 1960, to July, 1965, no acts of 
violence have occurred at Chattanooga and vicinity. During 
this period, DK, KKKK, Inc. , has continued to operate as an 
active organization and during the same period all municipal 
facilities, Chattanooga, have been integrated, the majority 
of public facilities, including theatres, restaurants, motels, 
hotels, and other facilities have been integrated, plus integration 
of schools beginning in the Fall of 1962 to present and continuing 
on court -approved plan. All have been accepted peacefully with 
no demonstrations or acts of violence or discussion of acts 
of violence by DK, KKKK, Inc. , members.

of September 4, 1965. There were approximately 1,000 people 
present at this celebration and a large cross, about forty 
feet tall, was burned* During the burning of the cross, 
approximately 200 robed Klansmen and Klanswomen marched 
around the cross while the public address system played the 
song, ft Let the Lower Lights Be Burning* v It was announced 
that representatives from fourteen states were present at 
the celebration. Some of the state represented were Missouri, 
Ohio, Kentucky, Alabama, Tennessee, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Louisiana, Texas, Florida and Georgia. 

The main speaker and master of ceremonies was 
James R. Venable, Chairman of National Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan, Inc. Venable stated that despite efforts by

An article appearing in The Daily Herald, Columbia, 
Tennessee, dated September 7, 1965, refTe«s"TKa ! r" James R, 
Venable, Imperial Wizard of the National Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan (KKK), said at a meeting of the Klan at Stone Mountain, 
Georgia, recently, "It was in Pulaski on the eve of the birth 
of Christ that the Ku Klux Klan was born on Dec. 24, 1865." 
Venable further said that he was passing the word among members 
of the Klan to meet in Pulaski so that the nation would know 
where "this great organization was founded. We mean to march 
through Pulaski in a great pilgrimage to commemorate the founding 
of the Ku Klux Klan." 

The article further reflects that Mayor Stacey Garner 
said that the KKK had not contacted him about a pilgrimage to 
Pulaski that the Klan is planning in order to celebrate the 
founding of the order. The article further reflects that Mayor 
Garner said, "Naturally we would prefer that they didn't have it; 
but if they do, I guess we* 11 let them." He further said that if 
the Klan planned to have a march, the organization would have to 
get permission from the city and that if it were a peaceful thing 
they were planning, the city would give them an escort.

Chief SPERBER also noted that he has learned of 
an unconfirmed rumor that 2,000 Negroes from the Ford 
Motor Company, Brookpark, Ohio, will picket the rally* 
The Ford Motor Company was contacted, at which time it was 
learned that the Ford Motor Company employs approximately 
8,000 Negroes at their Brookpark plant; however, a Ford 
Company official doubted that any of these Negroes would 
picket the NKKKK Rally, inasmuch as they are working seven 
days a week; work a considerable amount of overtime each 
day; and are very well off financially to participate? in 
any such activity. This Ford Company official also noted 
that in the event there was such a plan, this would have 
to come to the attention of the management through their 
company "sources". 
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Chief SPERBER advised that his entire department 
is alerted and that the area of the rally will be heavily 
patrolled to exclude the possibility of any Violence. He 
noted that the OtUo State Highway Patrol has been alerted, 
and they will haVe "up to 10© men" on standby for immediate 
movement into the area, should there be any sign of violence. 

Chief SPERBER concluded that there was strong local 
opposition to the proposed NKKKK meeting and that legal 
action is presently contemplated by the Howard Johnson 
Restaurant Corporation to prevent the occurrence of this 
meeting. 



2. NKKKK Activities of 
August 21 and 22, 1965

Twelve checkpoints were jointly set up by the Medina 
County Sheriff's Off ice. and th6 Ohio State Highway Patrol at 
all access points leading intothe meeting area. At these 
points, all cars entering the &rea were physically searched 
for weapons, as well as a screening of occupants to exclude 
the possibility of admitting individuals who could be a cause 
of possible trouble. During the course of the twp^-day affair, 
some 25 weapons were confiscated. These weapons included 
revolvers, rifles, shotguns, baseball bats, knives, and a 
tear gas bomb. Approximately 300 law enforcement officers 
were on hand at the scene of the rally site and checkpoints 
during the two-day period. 
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A Law Enforcement Command Post was set up on a 
farm on U. S Highway 42 across from the NKKKK rally site, 
and arrangements were made to reinforce law enforcement 
officers present in ease of the eruption of a riot.

During the course of the day, 
Organizer of the NKKKK, took strong objection to the 
utilization of the checkpoints by the law enforcement 
agencies and was vehement that there was no n ^rf fo r such 
a procedure. However, it was pointed out to | |that at 



that point a carbine and ammunition had already been 
confiscated as a result of the checkpoints. 



A vacant cemenl 



property was utilized as headquarters for the NKKKK Rally, 
and above this structure flew a Confederate flag and a flag 
of the United States. This cement block structure was also 
set up to handle registrations for membership into the NKKKK. 
A wooden platform complete with a public address system was 
erected for speeches. 

During the morning and afternoon registration on 
August 21, 1965, there was no more than 50 or 60 individuals 
at the NKKKK site at any one time, and the peak crowd at the 
«4ght festivities is estimated at 500 people, although NKKKK 
officials estimated the crowd at between 3*000 and 5,000. 
NKKKK officials would reveal no information as to the number 
of individuals who registered for NKKKK membership. 

At about 8s 00 PM, August 21, 1965, a group of about 
25 pickets in five ears appeared in the vicinity of the NKKKK 
rally site. They identified themselves as the "Ohio Friends 
of MAE MALLORY Committee" and carried signs which read "The 
KKK Preaches a Super Race — As Hitler Did", "Klansmen\are 
American Nazis" and "I'm a Catholic, Can I Join?" These 
pickets assembled on the west side of U„ S. Highway 42 
opposite to the NKKKK rally site and were composed of both 
males and females of the white and Negro races who appeared 
to be college students of college age. Although both groups, 
the picketers and those a£ the NKKKK Bally, shouted insulting 
remarks at one another, there was no violence. 

Pickets, as well as those in attendance at the NKKKK 
Rally, were kept on opposite sides of U. S. Highway 42 by law 
enforcement officers. 
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During the evening hours on August 21, 1965* 
JAMES R. VENABLE, National Chairman of the NKKKK, gave a 
short speech in which he advised that the Klan feels there 
is a place for the colored man in the United States but that 
Ood did not mean that the colored should be integrated with 
the white man. He advised that all white Christians were 
invited to join the NKKKK with the exception of those white 
people who owe their allegiance to powers in foreign lands, 
such as Catholics and Jews, He noted that recent riots in 
Los Angeles, California, have added thousands of new Klan 
members to their rolls. He also noted that he was satisfied 
with the present rally, although he was disappointed by the 
roadblocks put up by the law enforcement agencies/ He 
announced that the site would be opened on Sunday, August 22, 
1965* ^ or the sole purpose of registering new members into 
the NKKKK, 



of the NKKKK, 



also gave a short speech which was substantially the same 
as VENABLE's, and further noted "the police are making the 
area a police state" and have turned away people who wanted 
to come to the rally.

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Following the speeches, a 25 foot cross was burned 
at 9*30 PM, signifying the close of the meeting. As the cross 
slowly burned, the pickets and those in attendance at the 
NKKKK Rally slowly dispersed in small groups, and by 10:00 PM, 
the crowd was dissipated. At 10s 15 PM, the area was considered 
secured, and law enforcement officers departed. 

On Sunday, August 22, 1965, the registration for 
new NKKKK members commenced at the same site at approximately 
8:00 AM and was closed at approximately 5:00 PM # No speeches 
were given and the public address system had already been 
dismantled. No more than 30 to 40 cars were observed in the 
parking lot at any one time.

4. Ohio State Highway Patrol 
Assessment of NKKKK Rally 

By report dated August 22, 1965* Case Number 3-157-10, 
the Ohio State Highway Patrol (OSHP) advised that its assessment 
of the NKKKK Rally at Brunswick Hills Township, Ohio, is as 
follows 1 

There was a crowd of approximately 600 persons who 
attended the rally on the evening of August 21, 1965. It would 
appear that most of this crowd was men who came alone. There 
were a few families who attended with their children. 

It would appear that a great number of the crowd were 
young hoodlums who came more out of curiosity than for any other 
reason.

8:00 PM, September 18, 1965, 31 individuals, mostly of college 
age, and both of the white and Negro races, appeared at the 
rally site to protest the presence of the NKKKK in Ohio, 
They identified themselves as the "Ohio Friends of MAE MALLORY 
Committee" . 

Sheriff STUART noted that he made these demonstrators 
stay on the south side of U. S. Highway 224, well away from the 
rally site, in order to prevent the possibility of "violence. 
These demonstrators remained at this location until the cross 
was burned, and they then departed. 

In addition, Sheriff STUART noted that at 4:00 AM, 
September 19, 1965, ten college-age boys and girls appeared 
at the vicinity of the rally site with the intent to picket 
the rally.
